Rent Legislation 


Sir,—-Afler nineteen years’ 
in this Colony 4s a 
business man, may I ask for your 
favour to grant me a space in 
protesting to the contemplated 
legislation on the increase ot 
rent? The proposed Bill has 
already invited objections from 
numerous correspondents to the 
Press In the streets and at 
public entertainment centres, 1 
have heard no one’ who is in 
favour of this suggested enact- 
ment. 

Though our present Landlord 
and Tenant Ordinance extends 
some protection to tenants and 
sub-tenants, its fundamental 
concepts are to guard the 
positions of the landlords, There 
are so many clauses by which the 
landlords can kick out the 
tenants, even though they may 
have accepted big sums as key 
money. In the case of sub- 
tenants the landlords may 
conspire with the sub-tenants for 
no other reasons except to de- 
prive the principal tenants of 
the privileges of the tenancy 
rigm.s whieh such principal 
tenants may have paid for 
heavily. And the landlords as a 
rule are immune from the 
prosecution for irregularities. 

In the prewar days when the 
moral standard of the landlords 
was high and the demand for 
premises was not so great, the 
landlords might be expected to 
exercise scruples when they were 
armed with certain authority. 
Now the situation is different. 
Excepting a few lnndowners, the 
good old timers are gone. Many 
survived the war have acquired 
an entirely new mentalitv. 

May we appeal to the At- 
torney-General through you for 
reconsideration of this measure?
